What Engliſh Readers 
VN: acquainted with Greek or Latin will believe 
me or any other Man , when we commend thoſe 
Authors , and | conſeſs we derive all that is pars 
donable A us from their Fountains, if they take 
thoſe to be the ſame Poets, whom our Opgleby's 
have Tranſlated ? But I dare aſſure them, that 
a good Poet is no more like himſelf, in a dul 
Tr. anſlation than his Carcaſs would be to bu livin 
Body.

Mo- 
ther Tongue. The propricties and delicacies 0 
the Engliſh are known to few ; "tis impoſs1b

the Copies, which was Virgil, and which Was Q- 
yid. & Was objetted againit 4 late noble Pain 
| ter, 
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ter , that be drew many graceful Piftures , but 
few of them were like. And this. bappen'd.to 
him; becauſe he. alaays ſtudied himſelf mare thai 
thaſe who / ate to bim, In / ch. 1 ranſlatours T 
can eaſily diſtinguiſh the hand which perform'd 
the Work, but I cannot diftinguiſh their Poet from 
another. - Suppoſe two = ah are equally ſweet, 
yet there is a great diftinFtion to be made.in ſweet- 
neſs; 4s in that of Sugar , and that of Honey. 
I can make the difference more plain , by giving 
yore, (if it be worth. knowing ) my own method

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ry thing in your Ears, whoſe ſence it bears : Yet 
the Numbers are perpetually varied, to mcreaſe 
the delight of the Reader ; ſo that the ſame ſounds 
are never repeated twice together. On the cons. 
trary, Ovid and Claudian, though they Write 
in Styles differing from each other, Jet have each - 
of ther: but one ſort of Muſick in their Peres. 
All the verſification, and little variety of Clau- 
dian, is mcluded within the compaſs of four or 
five Lines, and thenche begins agam in the ſame 
tenour ; perpetually cloſing his ſence at the end 
of a Verſe, and that Verſe commonly which they 
call golden , or two Subſtantives and two Adje- 
Fives with a Verb betwixt them to keep the 
eace. Ovid with all his ſweetneſs, has as 
little variety of Numbers and ſound as he : He 
is always as it were upon the Hand-oallop, and 
his Verſe runs upon Carpet ground. He avoids 
like the other all Synalepha's, or cutting off one 
Vowel when it comes before another, im the follows 
ing word: So that mindins only ſmoothneſs,” be 
wants both Variety and Majefty. But to return 
to Virgil, though be is ſmooth where ſmnothneſs 
is requir'd, "ot t be is Ja far from affeFing it , 


that 
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that be ſeems rather to diſdain it. Frequently 
makes uſe of Synalepha's, and concludes his ſence 
in the middle of his Verſe. He is every where 
above conceipts of Epigrammatick Wit, and groſs 
Hyperboles : He maintains Majeſty in the midſt 
of plaineſs ; he ſhines , but glares not; and is 
ſtately without ambition, which is the vice of Lu- 
can. TI drew my definition of Poetical Wit from 
my particular confideration- of him : For propri- 
ety of thoughts and words are only to be found in 
him; and where they are proper, they will be de- 
lightful. Pleaſure follows of neceſsity, as the 
effett does the cauſe ; and therefore is not to be 
put into the definition. This exaft propriety of 
Virgil, I particularly regarded, as a great part 
of jo (haratter ; but muſt confeſs to my ſhame, 
that T have not been able to Tranſlate any part 
of him ſo well, as to make him appear wholly like 
Fogg For where the Origmal is cloſe , no 
Nl Yerfion can yeach it in the ſame compaſs. Han- 
niball Caro's #n the Italian, is the neareſt, the 
moſt Poetical, and the m1ſt Sonorons of any Tran- 
lation of the Zneids ; yet, though he takes the
